Gold  King  Mine  Release  Spill  Update 
Background/Timeline: 

August  5,  while  investigating  the  Gold  King  Mine  in 
Colorado,  the  EPA  and  State  Division  of  Reclamation  Mining 
and  Safety  triggered  a release  of  mine  wastewater  into 
Cement  Creek.  On  August  7,  the  spill  was  estimated  at  one 
million  gallons. 

August  8,  the  release  from  the  Gold  King  mine  reached  the 
San  Juan  River. 

August  10,  Region  8 increased  the  estimate  to 
approximately  three  million  gallons  of  mine  waste  water 
released.  The  primary  environmental  concern  is  the  pulse  of 
contaminated  water  containing  sediment  and  metals  flowing 
as  an  orange-colored  discharge  downstream  through 
Durango,  Colorado,  and  into  New  Mexico  and  Utah. 

August  12,  FWS  staff  from  R6,  R2,  and  HQ  will  hold  a 
coordinating  call  to  discuss  the  spill  and  roles  and 
responsibilities. 


Potential  Impacts: 
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The  state  of  Colorado  and  EPA's  Office  of  Spill  Response 
are  evaluating  the  release  and  potential  impacts  of  the  acid 
mine  drainage  in  Cement  Creek  and  the  Animas  and  San 
Juan  Rivers. 

We  are  providing  technical  assistance  to  EPA,  and  the  state 
and  our  staffs  from  Colorado  Ecological  Services  and  Upper 
Colorado  River  Recovery  Programs  are  coordinating  with 
Region  2's  San  Juan  River  Recovery  Program  to  ensure  all 
necessary  measures  are  taken  to  protect  trust  resources 
potentially  impacted  by  the  release. 

Our  national  spills  coordinator  is  working  with  EPA  and  other 
affected  bureaus  to  minimize  the  impact  of  the  release. 

The  Bureau  of  Reclamation  is  planning  to  increase  flows  in 
the  San  Juan  River  over  the  coming  days  to  help  dilute  the 
impacts  of  the  spill  on  aquatic  species.  We  will  continue  to 
provide  technical  assistance  and  support  as  necessary. 

At  this  time,  the  greatest  potential  trust  species  impact  is  to 
the  Colorado  Pike  Minnow,  Razorback  sucker,  and  Flannel 
Mouth  Sucker  in  the  San  Juan  River,  at  the  confluence  with 
the  Animas  River.  Critical  habitat  is  designated  for  the  Pike 
minnow  and  Razorback  sucker  at  the  confluence.  To  date, 
we  have  no  reports  of  fish  kill.  Colorado  Parks  & Wildlife 
placed  fish  in  cages  in  the  Animas  River  near  Durango  on 
August  6.  Of  108  fish,  one  has  died.  Suitable  riparian 
habitat  for  the  New  Mexico  Meadow  Jumping  Mouse  may 
also  exist  along  the  Animas  River.
